T frequently happens that when legislation is proposed, 
and even enacted, all phases of its effect on business have 
not been realized. This is true of the tax-relief plan proposed 
by the Ways and Means Committee, under the terms of | 
which the excise tax on passenger cars is to be reduced from 
5 to 3 per cent. 
When automobile dealers came to analyze this 
plan they discovered that they were due to lose 2 
per cent on a good many sales. Under the terms 
of the measure as originally drawn a dealer might 
have in stock any given number of cars when the 
law actually became effective, and on these-care he 
would have paid the manufacturer 5 per cent. excise 
tax. But, when he sold these cars after the tax 
reduction law was in effect, his clients would, pay 
him only 3 per cent. in excise tax,leaving the dealer 
holding the bag for the other 2 per cent. 
Happily, the Ways and Means Committee was quick to 
see the injustice’ of such a situation, and in the revised bill | 
the dealer is granted a refund of the 2 per cent.
